11 ()] The Advisory Committee shall report its findings and recommendations to
12 the Governor and, subject to § 2-1246 of the State Government Article, the General

13 Assembly, on or before December 31, 2003. The report shal include any information
14 received from the Centersfor Medicare and Medicaid Services regarding the

15 flexibility of Maryland's waiver under Section 1814(b) of the Social Security Act.

16 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect
17 July 1, 2003. It shall remain effective for a period of 6 months and, at the end of

18 December 31, 2003, with no further action required by the General Assembly, this Act
19 shall be abrogated and of no further force and effect.
